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IMAGINATION STATION, a giant wonder-filled 
playground, partially designed with suggestions 
from local children, was completed in only five days 
thanks to community cooperation. 

Over 1,000 people, including the St. Clair 
Women's League, Blue Water Plastics, The Rotary 
Club, local hardware, lumber yards and small 
businesses and volunteers all pitched in time, 
money and efforts to assemble the playground. 

Located on Carney Drive, close to Gearing and 
Eddy Elementaries, and the high school itself, 
IMAGINATION STATION required over $86,000 to 
build. Much of the money came from fundraising 
and donation campaigns. The elementary schools 
raised almost $2,000 alone in their "Pennies from 
Heaven" campaign. 

Rising out of the center of the playground is a 
giant wooden castle-fort. Other designs in the 
playground include mazes, tire swings, a shark 
bronco, and phone boxes as well as marked trails, 
slides and jungle gyms. 

Stephanie Clark, junior, was one of the 1 60 high 
school volunteers who worked at the site. Seeing the 
plans in their blueprint stage, she said, "I thought it 
was cool even then, so I wanted to work on the 
project." 

Gerrad Foster, freshman, and many of his school- 
mates work two to four hour shifts sawing lumber, 
moving planks, staining wood and pounding nails to 
complete the playground while the good weather 
held out. 

Many other students agreed that working at the 
site was a unique experience. Larry Foster, junior, 
felt proud to be part of this community project. 

"I loved watching the neighborhood kids come 
over to play on it after we finished," he explained. 

"It made me feel really proud of our work."

in the set.

Album Playtime 
Is Over and hits “Never Lie” 
and “Constantly” pump them 
up to stardom. 


H it single “Cryin ” 
wins MTV’s Video of 
the Year award for 
singer Steven Tyler and 
metal band Aerosmith, who 
ride a wave of success and 
release their new album 
Big Ones. 


I t’s a year of hits for 
buzz band, Gin 
Blossoms. Their top-

Ranked No.1 , the University of 
Nebraska Comhuskers finish 
their unbeaten season by 
defeating the Miami Hurricanes 
to win the national title. 
Quarterback Tommie Frazier 
earns MVP honors by guiding 
the Huskers to two fourth- 
quarter touchdowns and a 
frenetic 24-17 victory.

Called the 
most popular tennis player in 
the world, the tennis phenom 
has a new girlfriend, former 
model Brooke Shields. 


The National Hockey League 
plays only 48 of the 82 games 
in the season this year due to 
a lockout. Following 
baseball's example, hockey 
owners put salary caps on 
their players, who strike but 
lose out to the owner's rule.

Rudolph dies at the age of 54. 
The 20th of 22 children, she 
overcame polio, scarlet fever, 
and pneumonia to become a 
basketball star at 13. an 
Olympic bronze medalist at 16, 
and a winner of three gold 
medals in the 1960 Rome 
Olympics.

I n July, Miguel Indurain of Spain makes a triumphant 
entry on the Champs Elysees in Paris to win the 
Tour de France for the fourth straight time. He wins the 
3-week, 3,218 km contest easily, finishing five minutes, 39 
seconds ahead of the field. Greg LeMond, the only American to 
win the Tour de France three times, retires from racing because 
of health problems.

P ete Sampras defeats 
Gorn Ivanisevic in 
the men’s singles 
final at Wimbledon in 
July 1994, for his second 
straight Wimbledon title. 

In January, pressure of 
defending the title causes 
him to break down in tears 
at the 1995 Australian Open. 


itchman George 
Foreman, 45, 
wearing the same 
red trunks he sported 
when he fought 
Muhammad Ali 20 years 
earlier, wins the world s 
heavyweight boxing title 
from Michael Moorer with a 
10th round knockout.

Williams, 14, to 
delay her pro debut. 
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B asketball star Sheryl

in Russia. Earlier she led 
Texas Tech to an NCAA title 
and signed an endorsement 
deal with Nike. 


The Centennial 
Olympics will be in 
Atlanta, Georgia in 
1996. The city will 
emphasize its 
multicultural aspects 
to honor athletes 
from around the 
world. 


T onya Harding, barred 
for life from organized
